Tho 
first legislation that we have recorded against, 
the Triad.Soolety is Ord. 1 of 1945. On 
consulting that Ordinance I find thot in its 
ariginal shape thie. Ordinance was more sorere 
than as it oppoars in fhe dition of 
the Ordinances published in I8i6. The 
punishment for belonging to the Trind or other 
seoret acoietios in the colony was not’ oaly im- 
prisonment with or without hard labour, as mon- 
| tioned in that Ordinance, 1 of 1945, bit the offen- 
der waa liadlo to be branded on the left chook, and 
was to bo oxpolled from the colony. This led.to 
some correspondence with the Secrotary of State, 
who found the punishment too severe, aud made 
representations dt the matter which led to modi- 
fications being Toade in the provisions of the 
Ordinancs, and osused a vory groat chango in 
‘the legislation against this offoace by Ordinance 
12 of 1845. It states that “ No person shall be 
sonsidered a8 coming within the provisions or 
intention of the before mentioned Ordinance 
No, 1 of 1845, who shall have joined tho Triad 
Booity in ignorance of its designs, or under the 
influence of terror, of who shall not be daly 
convicted of active participation in some uniaw- 
fulact arising ont of hia connection with the 
said. voolety”” As far as I havo been ablo 
to gather I believe that no conviction has 
evor beon obtained under the provisiona of 
that Ordinanos, becatse it was almost, impossible 
to prove that anyone was concerned in some n+ 
lawful act arising out'of bis connoction with that 
soviety, As far as my knowledgo of the matter 
ia concerned, that Ord.

aficiency of the Brigades, I may mention that 
at the recont fro which oceurred in Bonham 
Strand on a Sunday afternoon, within the space 
of o few ininutes of the alarm being. sounded, 
thirteon powarfal jots of water wero plying upon 
the burning houses. % 

At first sight our Brigade appodrs to. be not 
chly adequate os ragarda machinory. bat also 
numerically, but whon ‘it is borne in mind that 
not more than half of the Europeaus are avail- 
abls, atany'one fira, und that the hilly configura- 
tion of the Colony often requirea-tw?o ongines to 
do the work of onoin order to reach the elevation 
roquirod, it will be sen that the Brigade is 
undor, rathér than over. the necessary strength 
for a growing Colony like Hougkong. 

Tho supply of water from th» now Water- 
works (i course of construction) will materially 
assist in oxtinguishing fires in the upper levels 


of the Colony, and alsoin early stages of all fires, | 


if my suggestion with regard to telephonic com- 
munication is adopted. Bat tho valua of wator 
gnaing must not bo over-estimated, os in a cage 
similar to that in Bonham Strand (referred to 
Yefore) it would be impossible to concentrate 
shoh a body, of water at any one given point from 
hydrant as coald ba obtained by steam Engines, 
and the superiority of salt water over fresh, for 
extinguishing fitos is.anivorsally acknowlodged. 

L caanot closo this report without montioning 
tho ablo assistance I have had daring tha past 
year from the Officars of the Brigade.

and nobles of the Empire, has given expression 
in the following views with respect to the dress 
of the women of Tupac i— 

“Yo sncipnt times the ‘costume of the women 
of Japan consisted of an upper garment and a 
akirt. Follawing ia the wake of the adminis- 
trative roforms inatiteted in the period of Tai- 
kwa, in the reign of the Emperor Kotoku, a 
specific utylo of court costume was fixed and 
established in the reign of tho Emreror Jitd; 
while later, during the reign of the Eosperor 
Genshé, the folding of the-left sido of the dreas 
over the right sido was prohibited. Still later, 
in the time of the Emperor Shor, a decree was 
promulgated throughout the empire ordaining 
thot all women should adopt ond wear 2 style of 
dross which had bocn ostablished by law. Tho 
now costume copsisted of an upper garment and 
a skirt, and in somecases Women wont the length 
of wearing two skirts, su inner and an outer. 
“This oustom, however, was afterwards prohibited 
by statute, Thus, until the middle ages, tho 
women of this country, both in cities and in the 
raral districts, continued to waar a skirt, which 
was gonorally of aacarlet colour. But about 
thia period dissensions aross among the members 
of the Imperial Family as to the suocassion, and, 
a Northern and a Southorn Court being formed, 
tho country was for slong time. the soone of 
civil discord and warfare. Under such circum: 
stances our women were cumpelled by necessity 
to content themselves with ouly one upper gar- 
ment, Once established aso custom this style 
of dross continned long after tho conditions that 
had prompted its introduction coased to exist, 
the skirt being dispansed with, and the upper 
garment: aimply lengthened to cover and protest 
the lower limbs. In resent yom since’ the 

wind «@ Wong, thu width of the belt was gra 

ually increased until the costume as a whole 
bis usyumel its present forw. Dnt a dross con- 
sisting only of an ayer garment, and destitute 
of o skirt, is manitvatly imporfect, and ought to 
be supplemented in some way on the lines of the 
ancient costume of Japan. Moreover, civilize 
tion lias reached astage never yet attained: in 
the past history of this country, and everything 
seems to ‘point to the neces of reviving the 
old “standing atiqnette” the Naniwa.Court, 
for it is evident that the eitting form of otiquatta | 
ean no longer hold its place in society. It wo 
examine. the dress of Wostern women we find 
that it, like the old dress of Japanceo womon, 
consists of both upper garment and skirt, and, 
further, that not only does it lend itself readily 
to the requireronis of the “ standing etiquette” 
but also affords overy facility and ease for 
changes of posture and for the movement of the 
limbs. Itis, thorsforo, only right and proper 
that.,.we should borrow. suggestions from te 
Wostern style in order to the improvement of 
our clothing. But, in_oadeavouring to bring 
xbout this costume reform, there is one con- 
aidoration that ought to receive very special 
attention, aud thet is thé neovssity of utilizing 
ag foras it is at al! possible the fabrics mann- 
factored snd the materials produced in this 
country. Ifthe products of our own land are 
properly mmade us¥ of, then the reform in quea- 
tion will certainly tend to impart a powerful 
atimulue to the progress of manufactures and cf 
tho fine arts in Japan, while at the same time it 
will confer no inconsiderable benefit on’ mer- 
chants and others, . It may therefore be expect- 
ed confidently to be prod soire of good in many 
respects other than the mere improvemant of the 
costume of our women. Pansage from an old 
into o new order of things, a8 in this cage, cannot 
fail tobe attended by great andin many instances 
needless expenditure of money ; but if due cara
